THE Muscatine (lowa) Journal of Dec. 12 is giving 
the hardware trade of their city a friendly boost by 
advising the citizens as follows: “Get your boy a snow 
shovel and he will be happy and your walks will be kept 
clean without the aid of the professional snow shoveler. 
These useful articles have found a better sale this 
morning than on any day this year. Some of the hard- 
ware stores were sold out early. The light steel shovel 
is very popular this winter. The wooden ones have an 
advantage that the snow doesn’t stick to them. They 
are generally iron shod. Shovels vary in width from 
twelve to twenty inches, according as tl. y are to be 
used by the small boy, the young housekeeper or the 
professional street cleaner.” 








Exports of boots and shoes from the United States 
show a steady growth and will for the calendar year 
about to end aggregate more than $7,000,000 in value. 
In 1893 they were less than three-quarters of a million 
dollars in value. 

Few of the important articles entering into our 
export trade show a more rapid growtn in exports or 
a wider distribution than boots and shoes. More than 
sixty countries and colonies are named by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor through its Bureau of 
Statistics as the destination of the boots and shoes 
exported fromthe United States in the year about to 
end. England, Germany, France, Belgium, Denmark 
and Netherlands, in the order named, are the chief 
European customers, and to Europe are sent more 
than one-third of our total exports of boots and shoes. 





No Fewer than 62,354,965 acres are now embraced 
within the national forest reserves. This represents 
an increase of 2,179,200 acres over last year. There 
are now in all fifty-three forest reserves: Two addi- 
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tional ones have been established during the year, and 
two have been slightly reduced in area. There have 
also beer: some consolidations. The Yellowstone and 
Teton forest reserves in Wyoming and the Absaroka 
reserve in Montana have been consolidated under the 
name of the Yellowstone forest reserve, and the Lewis 
and Clark and Flathead reserves in Montana have been 
consolidated under the name of the Lewis and Clark 
forest reserve. .It appears that, taking them year by 
year, the reserves are experiencing the good effects 
of the forest fire laws and of the education of the peo- 
ple by the forest force. Fires still occur, it is true, 
covering large areas, but there is a great reduction in 
the number of camp and other small fires discovered by 
the forest rangers. 


STRESS is laid upon the fact that there has been a 
marked and general advance in railroad rates during 
the last three years. This increase applies, according 
to the report, to almost all sections of the country. 
There have been actual increases in rates upon those 
commodities constituting the bulk of railroad traffic, 
such as coal, grain, lumber, live stock, dressed meats 
and packing house products, though an exception is 
noted in the case of packing house products from Mis- 
souri river points to Chicago. Many advances have 
been worked by changes in classification. The ad- 
vances, the report says, have been usually the result 
of concerted action between the carriers. The prelim- 
inary income account shows returns for 201,457 miles 
of line, which is approximately 98 per cent of the total 
mileage of the country. Gross earnings for the year 
covered amounted to $1,890,150,679, or $9,382 per 
mile of line, and operating expenses aggregated $1,- 
248,520,483, or $6,197 per mile, leaving net earnings 
of $641,630,196, or $3,185 per mile. As compared 
with the preceding year the net earnings were greater 
by about $34,000,000, and the stock dividends by near- 
ly $10,000,000. 





THERE is more activity in the retail hardware busi- 
ness, owing to the demand for winter goods. A good 
demand is reported for skates, sleds, shovels, stoves 
and other seasonable goods, and the holiday business 
been very fair. It is generally recog- 
nized, however, that there must be a readjustment 
in prices before the large orders for next year are 
placed, and there is a sentiment in favor of immediate 
changes which will place prices upon a more settled 
basis and prevent interference with trade when the 
spring business opens. At present there is a good deal 
of latitude between the quoted and actual prices for 
many varieties of goods, and as long as purchasers 
understand that there is a decline in prospect it is only 
natural that they should curtail their orders until the 
decline comes. When the bottom prices are fixed 
orders will then be more freely placed and there is no 
reason to doubt that a good healthy demand may be 
experienced next season. The depression evidenced 
of late has not extended to the retailers throughout the 
country. The latter have been doing a very good busi- 
ness and must replenish their stocks as the majority re- 
port a very good prospect for the future. There is an 
increase reported in the volume of export hardware 


has also 
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business, and the efforts being made to extend this 
branch .of the trade are likely to result in further im- 
provement within the next few months. Foreigners 
have shown their appreciation of American goods but 
the boom years here have prevented the cultivation of 
export business to the extent to which it otherwise 
would have been sought. Under the new conditions no 
plan will be left untried to increase the export trade. 





CoMMERCE between Canada and the United States 
shows a rapid gain both in the figures of the year 
about to end and in those of the decennial period 
which ends with the present year. The year’s com- 
merce. with Canada, as shown by the figures of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor through its 
bureau of statistics, will aggregate nearly 200 million 
dollars, against less than 100 millions in 1893. The 
increase occurs both in imports into the United States 
from Canada and exports from the United States to 
Canada. Our imports from Canada, which in 1893 
amounted to only 34 million dollars, will in the pres- 
ent year reach about 55 millions. Our exports to 
Canada, which in 1893 were 57 million doilars, will 
in 1893 aggregate about 130 millions. Our total com- 
merce with Canada has thus grown from g1 millions 
in 1893 to approximately 185 millions in 1903. The to- 
tal commerce of the United States in the calendar year 
1893 was 1,652 million dollars, and in 1903 will ag- 
gregate about 2,460 millions. Thus the total com- 
merce of the United States from 1893 to 1903 has in- 
creased about 50 per cent, while its commerce with 
Canada has more than doubled. 

On the import side the increase in our purchases 
from Canada has been much more rapid proportion- 
ately than from other parts of the world. The total 
imports of the United States in 1893 were $776,000,- 
ooo, and in the calendar year 1903 will aggregate 
about $1,000,000,000, an increase of about 30 per 
cent; while the imports into the United States from 
Canada meantime show an increase of about 60 per 
cent. The total exports from the United States, which 
in 1893 were $876,000,000, will, in 1903, approximate 
$1,460,000,000, an increase of 66 per cent, while in 
our exports to Canada the increase is about 125 per 
cent, 








Tue Architects and Builders’ Journal, a Baltimore 
publication, contains a powerful editorial on capital 
and labor, from which we condense the following ideas 
on the future of the battle between capital and labor: 

Capital frets and fumes, complacently yields or ties 
up his money bags and goes off to sulk and rail at this 
new power that has come into being in the form of or- 
ganized labor. This is the situation to-day. Millions 
of dollars are lying unused in the vaults of banks and 
trust companies that under normal conditions would 
be employed in building structures which would add 
to the beauty and the wealth of the land. But the 
power of wealth is only dormant. It is waiting for the 
genii to come, arouse it from its lethargy and arm it 
with the same weapon which has made labor so power- 
ful—Organization. Arrayed in the armor of co-opera- 
tion, Capital has nothing to fear. It is the master to- 
day, as it ever has been. The association of the build-

ing trades would place Capital in a position to dictate 
terms, and labor would, from sheer necessity, be forced 
to surrender. Idle workmen, sooner or later, feel the 
pinch of hunger. Capital may become attenuated by 
disuse, but it can better afford to wait than the wage- 
earner. The plan proposed to form a national asso- 
ciation of employers should provide the remedy for the 
evil which now hampers and harasses the building 
trade. It is folly to entertain the notion that existing 
conditions can go on indefinitely and undefined. The 
wheels of progress cannot be clogged by such ob- 
structions as organized labor throws in their way. 
There must come a solution of the problem which at 
present confronts capital in the person of the em- 
ployer. That solution is by opposing force to force; 
organization to organization; money against muscle; 
intelligence against ignorance and business acumen 
against craft. There is no necessity for oppression, 
but a national understanding between employer and 
employe; a fair compensation for a fair amount of 
service; a due observance of meum et tuum which 
will. recognize the rights of both sides impartially. 
Then will capital assert itself and disseminate its bene- 
factions and spread plenty o’er a smiling land. The 
time was never more ripe, the exigency never more 
urgent for the formation of an organization of this 
kind.

I aM cogitating going into the promoting business 
and am forming a tallow mining company at Chim- 
panzee Gulch, Arizona. 

You all know that in prehistoric times central Ari- 
zona was thickly infested with corpulent chimpanzees, 
and when death overtook these happy creatures the 
rarefied atmosphere of the American desert preserved 
their bodies until they were covered by the shifting 
~ sands. 

Tallow is a staple article and will always find a 
ready market. Think of the immense profits the Chi- 
cago packers have made; and even if the price is low, 
the cost of mining it would be so small that it could 
be placed on the market at an immense profit. This 
fact is certainly plain to any one. All that is necessary 
is to form a company. It will require some money to 
incorporate it and pay for advertising, and especially 
for printing certificates of stock. The company should 
have a capital stock of, say, twenty millions, and they 
should advertise it at from two to five cents per share 
of stock whose par value is one dollar. Then one-half 
of the two or five cents would go to the promoter or 
promoters, and the other half into the pockets of 
the company. Should the stock become exhausted at 
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any time, it would be easy to print more and con- 
tinue to do so as long as any member of the company 
cares to receive more money. I suppose there are lim- 
its to the requirements of the most avaricious. 

You may criticise this proposition by saying that 
there is no tallow mine near Chimpanzee Gulch. How 
do you know there is none? There are vast possibil- 
ities, the depths have not been explored; and in the 
search, instead of tallow we might strike diamonds. 
No matter if we sell all the stock a good printing plant 
can furnish the strike will be rich enough for us. 

And so far as knowledge of the mine is concerned, 
if we knew where it was we could go to work, devel- 
op the mine and get our money that way. But as we 
know nothing about it we must follow the example 
of oil, mining and other stock company schemes. They 
know no more than we do. They obtain an option on 
a square rod or two of land, bore a hole a few inches 
deep with an auger, call it an oil or gas well and sell 
"stock to develop it. The gold mines are about the 
same thing. If any of us had a large quantity of gold 
upon his premises and knew it, do you suppose he 
would be looking for people to share the find with 
him and guarantee them thousands of dollars for every 
one they invest? That is what is done in mining 
schemes every day, but a guarantee with nothing to 
back it is worthless. 

It all depends on the promoter. Of course he 
must have a liberal commission; it is no use to ask 
him to take any stock. He knows what the stock is 
and must have cold cash. A man so innocent that he 
could be induced to risk any investment would be 
too innocent to make a success as a promoter. He 
must be in on the ground floor and know all about it. 

Hardwaremen, why struggle along fighting the cat-. 
alogue houses and doing your best to help the parcels 
post from the door when the Sidney Arnold Tallow 
Mining & Development Company offers you the same 
chance to get rich that all these oil and mining com- 
panies have offered?

“But entirely aside from such militating influences 
as the suspicious attitude of the public the necessity 
of individuals tided over to liquidate, and of corpora- 
tions to find a market for their wares are other con- 
siderations. The market is facing clearly defined busi- 
ness reaction. Nor is this confined to iron and steel or 
certain lines of the textile industry alone. It is reach- 
ing out into other lines.”

Hot combustion 
products go tortuously through the radiator and heat 
moderately a large area of radiating surface, and they 
may be throttled that their escape may be retarded and 
the latent heat be absorbed by the radiating surfaces.

VITREOUS ENAMELING. 





C. N. Hooper, 109 Fenelon place, Dubuque, Iowa, 
is a vitreous enameling technologist. He makes a 
specialty of designing enameling plants, 
furnaces and all mechanical details for the production 
of enameled sheet steel cooking utensils and cast iron 
plumbing enamel wares. He designs muffle, smelting 
and annealing furnaces that are suitable for the peculiar 
line of goods to be manufactured and that consumes 
the cheap fuels, by modern recuperative methods. He 
originates special enamel formulas to cover steel or 
iron for any particular usage, under the individual or 
peculiar local conditions, and creates new designs, 
methods or decorative effects, and also teaches those 
now in the business the technicalities of compounding 
enamel formulas and the application of same to iron 
and steel through a system of reports and correspond- 
ence. 

Mr. Hooper has some special arguments for stove 
manufacturers which are condensed herewith: 

Vitreous enamels can be applied to sheet steel or 
cast iron without chipping, grazing and peeling or be- 
ing destroyed by acids, moisture or heat in ordinary 
domestic use and abuse.

“The imitation has blades made of soft steel, with no 
edge whatever, which will make it difficult to dig with. 
We will protect you on prices against these imitations.”

HOW THE TINNER CHECKED THE FURNACE. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
A friend of mine once put up a furnace, and fondly 


anticipated that everything had been done so the job 
would be a success; unfortunately the draft was so 
strong that the fuel seemed determined to go back to 
the coal yard or some other place, so a joint of pipe 
was taken out next to the chimney, and one put in, 
tapering from seven to five inches. Instead of de- 
creasing the draft it only made it stronger if any- 
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thing, and the owner of the furnace was thinking how 
long it would be before his fortune would all go up that 
stove pipe, in a vain endeavor to turn winter into 
summer. 

At last my friend hit upon a plan that was a suc- 
cess; he put the tapering joint of pipe inside of the 
other, so the five-inch part was next to the furnace; 
this created an eddy, and at last the draft was under 
control. The accompanying drawing shows how the 
furnace draft was conquered.

CHIMNEY DRAPT. 


To “ue * 

In your issue of Nov. 14 the following query ap- 
peared: “In a 12-inch flue chimney with an opening 
8 inches square at the bottom in ordinary weather and 
the chimney cold with no fire connected with same, 
does the draft go down or up, and also if you had a 
stove on the first floor and an opening in the chimney 
downstairs, will the draft go down in the chimney or 
will it go up?” 

In answer to this question I would say that under 
some conditions the draft would be up and under 
others it would be down. For instance, if the sun was 
shining upon the chimney and the base of the chimney 
was cold, the draft would be up; and ii the chimney 
was cold all the way, and the wind was blowing, the 
draft would be up, but if the house was warmer than 
the chimney and there was an open window in the 
second story, and all doors inside the house were open, 
then the draft would be down, provided the wind did 
not blow into the open window. If there was a stove 
with pipe running into the chimney on the first floor 
and an opening in the base of the chimney with a fire 
in the stove, the draft would be up unless the chimney 
was so situated that the wind would blow down into 
the chimney. C. W. Van Duzen.

CHICAGO IRON lIARKET. 

Following a week of some activity the present one 
suffers in contrast inasmuch as sales and inquiries 
have decreased. 

To all intents and purposes the struggle of last week 
resulted in southern prices being lined up on basis of 
$9.50 Birmingham for No. 2 foundry. 

When sellers were willing to make lower prices they 
restricted the time of delivery, or the tonnage booked 
would have been larger. Opinion is divided as to 
whether or not the advance will hold, it being conceded, 
however, that $9.50 is a fair price. 

Sales based on analyses are more frequent than ever 
and have resulted in the booking of some good orders 
here this week for foundry grades at prices more in 
line with forge and mill iron. 

The northern situation remains practically un- 
changed, although with the little advance made in 
southern product northern sellers feel somewhat en- 
couraged to stand firmly at their present minimum, or 
gain some little advance. 

There is no well defined increase in consumption and 
foundrymen have so long been accustomed to complain 


of lack of business that they have not received sufficient, 


encouragement to turn the current of their thoughts in 
the other direction.

GLASS. 

There is a decided firmness in the glass market. 
November was a heavy month with the jobbers. Lo- 
cally, some of them did the biggest’ business of the 
year in that month and with the stocks as small as they 
have been it is easy to see that the market is not in 
need of any tonic. The heavy call was for storm sash. 
This is a very important item all over the northern half 
of the United States. The winter having held off 
until the latter part of November, it brought the de- 
mand all at once. Jobbers have been driven to des- 


peration to get out orders, especially for the most 
common sizes, and if the demand does not speedily let 
up there will be no glass left in the country. 

Contrary to expectations, the fires of the American 
Window Glass Company have not been started yet and 
no relief is in sight. While a wage scale was said to 
have been adopted, yet it appears that it had a string 
to it and for that or some other reason the factories 
are not yet under operation. However, it is expected 
that this week something will happen and the factories 
will get under way or else will know a little more 
definitely where they stand. 





PAINTS AND OILS. 

There is nothing new in this division, especially in 
paints, which are very quiet as far as current business 
is concerned. Spring orders are now being taken and 
jobbers are well satisfied with the progress thus far. 

Oil continues low, but is not going begging by any 
means. The crushers are in a position to be rather 
independent, as their time is coming and they are say- 
ing nothing and sawing wood. 





CUT NAILS. 

Cut nails are without particular feature. The de- 
mand continues in about the same volume in relation 
to the wire goods that it has maintained. A hand-to- 
mouth policy is being pursued by the large buyers, 
as all feel that this is not an auspicious time to load 
up heavily on iron goods, even if the first of the year 
and invoicing were not ahead. 





HBAVY HARDWARE. 

With current business light interest is being turned 
to the prospects for next spring. It seems to be the 
opinion that, with nails at a reasonable price, there 
will be a good trade. Some building that has beep 
postponed because of high materials and labor trou- 
bles will undoubtedly be started in the spring if no 
new complications arise. The general feeling in the 
air that the limit has about been reached in the matter 
of prices for all materials is responsible largely for 
this optimistic feeling. It is also aided by the break 
in the iron market.

COPPER. 

The New York market was quiet and without quot- 
able change on Dec. 24. London advanced 2s for spot, 
which closed at £56 17s 6d, and 5s for futures, which 
closed at £56 10s, The German buyers who caused 
the market to advance last week have begun to show 
less interest, and as European demands fall off the 
domestic demands will also diminish. Consumers in 
this country have been very slow in placing orders 
during the past few months, claiming that the demand 
for finished products has decreased and that the price 
of copper was too high. Indications seem to point to 
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lower prices, but large holders state that prices will 
go higher. 





TIN. 


The feature of the market on Dec. 24 was another 
sharp advance in tin abroad. London gained £3 Ios, 
spot closing at £129 10s and futures at £130 I0s. 
The advance was caused by large buying on Chinese 
account. The local price was advanced to 28, but only 
a small amount of business was transacted. The policy 
of consumers and dealers here at present seems to 
be to buy as little as possible at the higher prices now 
being quoted. The consumption of tin is said to be 
somewhat less than formerly, and this is causing a 
less urgent demand for tin -here. London has fluctu- 
ated so greatly during the past ten days that it is diffi- 
cult to locate the probable permanent value. In cases 
of phenomenal advances, however, reactions seem to 
be the rule, and judging from the way domestic buyers 
took hold of the market to-day they must anticipate 
lower prices. 





SPELTER. 


Spelter is quiet at $4.8732. London was 5s higher 
at £21 7s 6d. St. Louis was quiet at $4.75. 

The St. Louis spelter report was as follows: 

“The demand improved largely the past week and 
prices advanced so that buyers were willing to pay 
$4.60 for spot or deliveries up to the new year. Ore 
prices out in the western mining district advanced. 
which had a tendency to influence spelter prices, but 
in addition there was a good legitimate call for the 
product. Receipts past week, 29,175 slabs, against 62,-

705 slabs, against 2,295,450 the corresponding time 
last year. Shipments past week, 54,355 slabs, against 
65,160 the week previous. Shipmerits since Jan. 1, 
2.559.771 slabs, against 2,487,205 the corresponding 
time last year.
